It has outstripped the United States and all other countries in 
the manufacture of paper, it has become the world’s greatest exporter of 
wheat, it is the chief sourre of the world’s supply of nickel and asbestos, 
year by year it is overtaking the United States in the production of gold and 
is not now far behind. For sonie years past employment has been a3 general | 
as in the United States, and in the last two years has been even better. Can- | 
ada today finances itself to an extent the United States was not able to do| 
until it-was many times our size. 

Pease Ni else. in the world are there two nations living side hy side, 

ne “with the same monetary system, and haying 
similar customs and ideals. Yet there are people who profess surprise that | 
there is a constant exchange of population across our international boundary 

*line, and that the larger and more powerful magnet of the United States 
should attract the greater number, It would be against all reason and na- 
ture if it were not so. Yet we make bold to predict that the day is not far 
distant when Canada will prove the more powerful magnet of the two, and | 
population will flow from the United States into Canada in a greater and} 
‘more steady stream than has ever flowed southward. 

Paradoxically, many of the very people who deplore any exodus of |

forward-looking youth of Canada out of the country. Such people would do 
well to throw away their blue spectacles, and realize that Canada is on the 
‘map of the progressive nations of the world to stay. ‘They should become in- 
culeated with the ‘considered opinion of the Prince of Wales who recently | 
declared: “Canada is on the threshold of one of the most astonishing eras of | 
expansion and development ever seen. Exactly how long that will take none 
of us knew, but certainly it will occur in the lifetime of many of us.”

The 1 has been operating at 
a profit, and the end of every year 
shows a Substantial surplus whigh 
hag been used to pay off debenture 
debt, and invested in bonds and se- 
curities, 

The debenture debt has been re- 
duced until now it amounts to only 
$6,000. — Accounts receivable 
hospital i Pation:s amount to $7,864 
after deducting $3,932 for bad and 
doubtful debts. After deducting the 
$6,000 debenture debt the hospital 
district ig thus seen to have a bal- 
ance of about $52,000 working capital. 

In spite of this financial strength 
the provincial department of public 
health has refused permission to 
provide further accommodation at 
the local hospital. The Bassano 
hospital board first sought permission 
in 1925 to enlarge the hospital, and 
since then a great deal of corres- 
pondence has. passed between the 
health department and the local 
board. It has been pointed out 


that the accommodation in the hospi-| 


tal was overtaxed, and that sufficient 
thoney was available to enlarge the 
acaommodation, but the health de- 
partment hag remained adamant. 
They refused permission to build, 
passing over the matter with the 
statement that further capital ex- 
penditure was unwise. 

The attitude of the provincial de- 
partment of public health is beyond 
understanding. It is unreasonable, 
For surely it is wise to provide ac- 
commodation and comfort for those 
who seek admission and treatment 
in the hospital. 

Very often the hospital is over- 
erowded. There are tmore patients 
than. the hospital was built to take 
care of. At these times the wards 
are overcrowded, and sometimes beds 
are placed in tthe corridors. Under 
these conditions the medical 
nursing staff are working under a 
great handicap. ‘Their efficiency is 
impaired. 
and everything should be done to 


save those lives and relieve sickness | §

Russia’s “ Man Of Steel” 


Man Who Captured Leadership Has 
Become All-Powerful 

Joseph Stalin, the Russian “Man 
of Steel,” who is holding that trou- 
bled empire in his hands today: was 
born in the year 1879, and his real 
name is said to be Dyhugashvili or 
Dzhoogashvillis, Probably he chang- 
ed it becaust he preferred one easier 
to pronounce. 

He comes from fighting stock, says 
an article in the London Daily Mail 
by Dr. Edward Luboff, an eminent 
chronicler of Russian affairs, who has 
known Stalin since his boyhood days. 

Today he is: all-powerful; not only 
because the Army and the Cheka are 
at his*command, but because at the 
first sign of anti-Stalinism He puts in- 
to motion the party machine, which 
declares every opponent of Stalin an 
enemy of the party and of the Soviet 
State. As for his personal safety of 
late he has imported a whole regi- 
ment composed chiefly of Caucnusian 
brigands. And it may be added that
